County May Pay 
For Old Injury 


Payment of $90,432 from state 
and federal governments was 
awaited today by Orange county— 
last of the back payments due un¬ 
der former old age pension laws. 

Payments now are made in ad¬ 
vance by quarters, but the $90,432 
is due for the period from Jan. 
1 to June 30 of this year. Welfare 
Director Jack W, Snow explained. 

Old age costs for the six-month 
period preceding that, from July 
I to Dec. 1, 1936, were approxi¬ 
mately $106,161, Snow said, and 
this sum has been paid by all 
three governmental divisions. The 
federal share was $.50,161, the 
state and county shares about 
$28,000 each. 

For the January-through-June 
period, the federal government has 
paid $56,000, which $36,449 still 
due, and the state owes $53,893. 

Under liberalized laws, the state 
controller may advance money on 
estimates of need made by in¬ 
dividuals counties, instead of re¬ 
quiring the county to meet the 
entire cost and then be reimbursed 
months later by the governments. 


The county library, crowded

NEW YORK. Abolition 
of funeral processions as a step 
toward eliminating a common 
traffic problem was urged to¬ 
day before the convention of 
the American Cemetery Owners 
association. 

Roy Eaton of Glendale, Calif., 
a director of the association, 
told some 400 members that the 
practice of such processions 
had been “outmoded” and that 
abolishing them “would afford 
rightful seclusion and privacy 
for bereaved families. 

“Traffic problems in every 
city are forcing drastic 
changes,” Eaton said. “Traffic 
commissions and police realize 
the impracticability of funeral 
processions that cause traffic 
jams.”

Belongs to Citrus Fly 
Family, Says Tubbs 

A new walnut pest in Orange 
county threatened damage to 
crops today. 

Agricultural Commissioner D. 
W. Tubbs announced discovery of 
the walnut husk maggot in groves 
in the northeastern part of the 
county. 

While identification is not yet 
official, Tubbs said he is quite cer¬ 
tain that the peat has been prop¬ 
erly identified. Specimens have 
been sent to state laboratories for 
checking. 

The walnut husk maggot be¬ 
longs to the same family as the 
citrus fly. It damages nuts by 
making the husks stick to the 
shell, making dark spots on the 
shell and in extreme cases darken¬ 
ing the meat below the spots. 

It ia the ^irst time the pest has 
been found in this county, and 
it is believed to have come here 
by following native black walnuts 
down Brea canyon from Los An¬ 
geles county. The pest is not na¬ 
tive to Orange county.

Japanese bombs raining down 
from the .skies on Nanking from 
■swift, sturdy planes today show 
how far military flying has ad¬ 
vanced since the World war. Men 
have become much more efficient 
in killing each other. 

For, by coincidence, this very 
week a man who took part in the 
first air raids over London, nearly 
a quarter of a century ago, re¬ 
veals the other side of tho.se ter¬ 
rific raids, telling how they were 
conducted and what were the ob¬ 
jective of the bombers. 

The writer was Capt. Ern.st Leh¬ 
mann, who commanded the ill- 
fated Hindenburg and who was 
killed when it burned. His book, 
"Zeppelin,” has just been pub¬ 
lished. 

In modern aerial warfare, the 
prime purpose is to blast a city 
from the face of the earth and in 
so doing disrupt the army. 

In the World war. Captain Leh¬ 
mann claimed there was no such 
intention. He wrote: 

"Six thousand bombs, it was 
maintained, could start so many 
fires in London that it would be 
impossible to extinguish the gigan¬ 
tic conflagration, it was admitted 
that such a plan was feasable 
But the thought of subjecting a 
defenseless civilian population, out¬ 
side the actual war zone, to all 
the horrors of aerial warfare, and 
destroying priceleas cultural treas¬ 
ures, was rea.3on enough for all of 
us to reject the plan.” 

(A modern war lord who took 
that stand would be subject for 
the asylum!) 

It was to keep troops at*^ome, 
rather than to kllT civilian-s, that 
the air raids were staged, Lehmann 
declared. 

"The airships were ordered to 
drop explosive and incendiary 
bombs exclusively on points of 
strategic importance in Britain, 
such as docks, arsenals, munition 
factories, storehouses and railway 
stations, thereby causing the reten¬ 
tion of considerable military forces 
at home.” 

Furthermore, according to ihe 
airship man, the kaiser himself or¬ 
dered that such places as Buck¬ 
ingham palace—where his cousin. 
King George, lived—W'estminster 
abbey, St. Paul’s cathedral and 
government buildings were under 
no circumstances to be bombed. 

(The fact that no bombs were 
dropped near such buildings bears 
out Lehmann’s claim.)

BLACK ARMED 
AGAINST 
KLAN CHARGE 

Indorsements Read Into 
Congress Record 

Bv PRESTON GROVER 

WASHINGTON (Special)—Evi¬ 
dence that Senator-Justice Black 
fore.saw the possibility of an anti- 
Klan kickback and sought at once 
to forestall it has nestled virtually 
unnoticed in the congressional rec¬ 
ord these many days. 

'The senate had already con¬ 
firmed the nomination of Black to 
the Supreme Court when Senator 
Bankhead of Alabama, the new 
Justice's senatorial colleague, arose 
to make a speech. Bankhead’s 
speeches are rarely exciting and 
in the hurly-burly of the closing 
da.vs of the session his message es¬ 
caped with the most casual refer¬ 
ence in the press. 

KLAN ACCUSATIONS 

But this is what he did. Bank- 
head read Into the record what 
Senator Black had prepared in the 
nature of a reply to Klan accusa¬ 
tions made against him by Sena¬ 
tor Copeland of New York and 
others in the debate on confirma¬ 
tion. 

The message was in the form of 
letters and telegrams to Black 
from Jews, Catholics, negroes and 
I foreign-born residents of Alabama 
j and elsewhere. These are the 
j classes made the special subjects 
I of Klan hate. The messages con- 
I gratiilated Black upon his appoint- 
- ment and expressed confidence in 
his ability and Judicial capacity. 

* « * 

C05I.MENTS BY BLACK 

Bankhead did not .say that the 
I mc.ssages had been turned over 
to him by Black, but without ex¬ 
ception all were addressed to the 
new Justice. Moreover, in an off¬ 
hand manner Bankhead indicated 
that Black had penciled notes on 
the letters and telegrams to assist 
Bankhead in explaining to the sen¬ 
ate whether the writer was Cath¬ 
olic, Jew, negro or foreign-born. 

Bankhead said he had Intended 
reading them into the record dur¬ 
ing the course of the debate but 
had found no opportunity until a 
late stage. By then, he said, it had 
become evident Black would be 
confirmed, so he passed over the 
opportunity. Nevertheless, next 
da.v he read the messages into the 
record, saving: 

35 LETTERS 

"In view of the injection of the 
Ku Klux Klan into the debate. I 
desire to read .some commvinica- 
tions from outstanding Jews, out¬ 
standing Catholics, and one of the 
leading negroes in the state of 
Alabama with reference to their 
j attitude toward Senator Black.” 

Altogether 35 measages were 
read into the record. Samples are: 

I "It is with a great deal of plcas- 
1 lire that I learned of your appolnt- 
! ment to the supreme court. I feel 
that this is a Ju.st and fitting re- 
I ward for your untiring work and 
I efforts on behalf of our people. My 
best wishes and heartfelt congrat¬ 
ulations." 

It was signed Louis Pizitz. Said 
Bankhead: "He is the largest mer¬ 
chant in the state of Alabama, a 
Jew." 

"This Is splendid recognition of 
j unselfish, fearle.ss public service. 
The nation is fortunate to have 
I been able to command for its high- 
I est tribunal one so able. Julian M. 
Saks." 

It was In connection with this 
message that Bankhead called at¬ 
tention to Black’s preparation of 
the messages. Of Mr. Saks, Bank- 
head said: 

"He was formerly of Birming¬ 
ham, Ala. (The telegram was dat¬ 
ed New York) and has been known 
to Senator Black, according to 
Senator Black's notation here, for 
the Isust 25 years” 

‘NO KLAN PREJUDICE’ 

That Klandom was in the mind 
of at least one who congratulated 
Black was indicated in a message 
from John W. O'Neill of Birming¬ 
ham, which, by the way, is Black's 
latter day home town. He tele¬ 
graphed : 

"I desire to endorse your eleva¬ 
tion to supreme court and state 
that United States Senator Hugo 
Black has never demonstrated 
Klan prejudice in Alabama or 
shown any but a fair spirit toward 
members of the Roman Catholic 
church of Alabama.”

Congressman Npeaks 
At Council Meet 

Congressman Harry R. Sheppard 
put organized labor here "on the 
pan” last night. He did it at a 
meeting of the Orange County 
Central Labor council; but he did 
it in a friendly way. 

When Sheppard was campalgn- 
I ing for office, labor took issue with 
him over his platform and gave 
him an uncomfortable evening 
here. 

i "The first time I was here,” 
Sheppard said, “you fellows threat¬ 
ened to ‘bum my pants.’ I’ve done 
my stuff. Now what are you going 
to do at the next election? You 
put me on the pan before, now 
I’ll put you on it!” 

Sheppard pledged himself to 
support “honest, organized labor,” 
saying he has a wholesome respect 
for such type of labor, but not for 
"disorganized” labor. 

■What can you get for your dis¬ 
trict back in congress depends 
upon how much heat you can turn 
on, the congressman said. He told 
how he was able to get an appro¬ 
priation for the purchase of Mur- 
doc Dry lake for u.se of the army. 

He paid a ringing tribute to the 
leadership of President Roosevelt, 
and urged his li.steners to support 
the President in his efforts to keep 
the nation out of war and to halt 
shipments of munitions to warring 
countries. 

"I’ll never vote to send men 
'over there’ to protect Standard 
Oil and other invested capital,” he 
said. “To hell with them!” 

Referring to the supreme court 
issue, the congressman said: 
“Those nine old gentlemen look 
Just like we do, and they make the 
I same mistakes we do. All you have 
1 to do is take them out in the wood¬ 
shed once in a while and they’ll 
be all right.” 

Congressman Sheppard will be 
a candidate to succeed himself at 
the next congressional election. He 
said so last night. 

The evening was devoted mainly 
to a review of labor legislation 
and how Sheppard voted during 
the last session of congress. The 
congressman's secretary, Harold 
Thoreson, gave a brief reriew of 
the legislation before Sheppard 
spoke. Cal Ewing introduced the 
congressman, and President W. R. 
Pratt of the labor council presided.

“AFL and CIO Reported Friend¬ 
ly to Townsend Plan” Is the head¬ 
line over an article appearing in 
Sunday's Los Angeles Times. The 
article was by a “Times staff cor¬ 
respondent” and appears to be a 
rehash of news release given out 
by the general welfare act steer¬ 
ing committee. According to the 
article, John Frey, national presi¬ 
dent of the metal trades depart¬ 
ment of the Federation of Labor, 
and Harvey L. Fremming, head of 
CIO’s Oil Workers’ International 
union, both had given limited in¬ 
dorsements to Townsend plan leg¬ 
islation. 

Frey, it seems, was quite recep¬ 
tive to the ideas incorporated in 
the Townsend bill as a whole, 
while Fremming was less hearty 
in his indorsement. According to 
the artcie, Fremming seemed to 
doubt if the legislation would in¬ 
clude benefits for wage earners. 
In the writeup the following state¬ 
ment is made: “Neither of the 
labor leaders, however, gave a 
definite indorsement of the 2 per 
cent transactions tax which Dr. 
Townsend once said would pay 
pensions of $200 a month to all 
United States citizens over 60 
years of age.” 

The writer sees in the above 
statement what he believes will 
later prove to be the attitude of 
the general welfare act steering 
committee which will be the elim¬ 
ination of the transaction tax 
method of financing old age an¬ 
nuities. This whole general wel¬ 
fare organization effort sponsored 
by the steering committee is be¬ 
ing carried on as this writer be¬ 
lieves, is a preparation for amend¬ 
ing the present old age security 
act by granting somewhat larger 
old age benefits but financed in 
the same manner as at present, 
instead of by the transaction tax. 
This, of course, would defeat the 
most important principle of the 
Townsend plan, which is its meth¬ 
od of circulating money and mak¬ 
ing those who enjoy the largest 
business volume privilegrs pay 
taxes in proportion. 

If the AFL and CIO labor lead¬ 
ers really became acquainted with 
the general welfare act which is 
the Townsend plan put in legisla¬ 
tive form (and not a substitute for 
it as is being claimed, they will 


give their hearty, unqualified In¬ 
dorsement to it. The rank and 
file of labor should line up 100 
per cnt with the Townsendites 
in their fight for the enactment 
of the Townsend bill and not be 
used as tools to betray their own 
interests by joining a movement 
which would continue the nation’s 
money and credit control in the 
hands of international bankers at 
present labeled as federal reserve 
banks, as a mere amending of the 
present so-called old age security 
act will operate to do. Sometime 
ago this writer wrote an article 
in which he pointed out that “the 
present effort to destroy the 
Townsend movement is by the 
medium of political intrigue, 
which some of the folks following 
other leaders than Dr. Townsend 
are going to wake up to find true. 
They don’t know that they are 
really stabbing themselves in the 
back. 

The article released by the 
steering committee is but a sub¬ 
tle way of gradually preparing 
the General Welfare federation 
followers and the public for an 
intended abandoning of the trans¬ 
actions tax element of the Town¬ 
send bill. They may succeed in 
fooling the general welfareltes 
but they are not fooling the real 
Townsendites. The writer expects 
to see this attitude assumed by 
the steering committtee in the Jan¬ 
uary session of the 75th congress.

(Special.)—A sea story as In¬ 
triguing as the tale of Captain 
Blight and the Bounty holds the 
conversational spotlight on this 
lovely island for Pacific clipper 
passengers as they rest here en 
route to Manila and the Orient. 

Col. George Waldo Bicknell, first 
manager and builder of Pan- 
American Airways’ airport here, 
unearthed the story when he 
launched some private sleuthing 
into the mystery of an ancient | 
anchor which long has been I 
Wake’s principal ornament. 

Col. Bicknell, browsing in Hon¬ 
olulu libraries, unraveled the mys¬ 
tery and brought to light the 
story of the German sailing bark 
Libelle (Dragon Fly) which came 
to grief on Wake island early in 
1866 and—so the tale goes—left 
a fortune on the island, as well 
as the rusty anchor which inter¬ 
ested Col. Bicknell. 

PUZZLE ANSWERED 

(^uite by accident Col. Bicknell 
found the answer to the puzzle 
of Wake’s ancient anchor in the 
weathered pages of The Friend, 
a magazine published almost three- 
quarters of a century ago. 

'This, then, is the story that 
today is capturing the imagina¬ 
tion of trans-Pacific air passen¬ 
gers as they reach Wake Island: 

In 1865 the Libelle, her holds 
filled with trade goods and gold, 
left Bremen for a year’s voyage 
to the Orient. Thirty-one persons 
were aboard—five of them pas¬ 
sengers, among them Charles La- 
scelles and Ma^am Anna Bishop, 
English concert singers of thslr 
day. 

The Libelle reached Pearl Har¬ 
bor, Honolulu, and after reloading 
supplies, set sail for Hongkong. 
She was never seen again. 

A few weeks later a fierce gale 
swept the little bark high ashore 
on the then unknown Wake Is¬ 
land. Passengers and crew, all 
of whom escaped alive, recovered 
stores sind cargo — bursdng the 
treasure in the coral sand. 

NO WATER 

But, when a wide search re¬ 
vealed no fresh water on the is¬ 
land, they resolved to leave the 
lonely spot and promptly repaired 
the longboat and gig salvaged 
from the Libelle. 

Once out on the rolling seas the 
two boats became separated and 
Capt. Tobias and the eight men 
who accompanied him were never 
seen again. Packed into the 22- 
foot boat were the remaining 22, 
overcrowded and short of rations 
as they pointed for Guam, 1500 
miles to the west. 

For 18 days—too weak hardly 
to row and blackened and burned 
by the tropic sun—the pitiable 
band nosed through the seas and 
then beached on Guam.

Added to our century would be 
the enormous death toll of the Japanese-Chinese war and 
the Spanish revolution. 

China wants the U. S. to intervene as a signatory 
of the 9-power treaty. China must have pasted the 
scraps of that treaty together. 

100 Per Cent Community Spirit 

When a community wants some civic improvement 
with all its heart, it usually finds a way to get that im¬ 
provement. 

This is the lesson which Costa Mesa can teach any of 
its bigger sisters who bemoan a lack of municipal assets. 

Not long ago the state promised to erect a $10,000 
fire station at the mesa town on condition that the lot 
was furnished free of all indebtedness. 

Since Costa Mesa is not an incorporated city, the 
money needed could not be raised by taxation. 

So the chamber of commerce, through two of its wom¬ 
en members, Mrs. Hugh Clark and Mrs. H. C. Lounsberry, 
is making a house-to-house canvass for voluntary sub¬ 
scriptions. They have raised $284 so far. 

Any town which tackles its problems in that fashion 
has a real future. That’s community spirit! 

When Justice Black gets back, the President ap¬ 
parently will be in the West inspecting dams and not 
in the White House, as predicted, saying them. 

The State Lottery Issue 

The question of state lotteries is sweeping England 
again, since the crown prosecutor cracked down on the 
sale of Irish sweepstakes tickets. 

Now Englanders have changed from the subject of 
Edward and Wally to that of a state lottery. There are 
some who say gambling is instinctive, and that if the gov¬ 
ernment does not reguiate it and control it, someone else 
will get the profits. Gambling cannot be eradicated, and 
it might as well be done honestly, with profit to the gov¬ 
ernment, they say. 

The issue has often been debated in California. 

But California people have decided, wisely, we be¬ 
lieve, that gambling has nothing good to be said for it; 
that a state lottery would cause graft among public of¬ 
ficials; and that citizens are subjected to enough anti¬ 
social influences without having the government actively 
promoting one of them. 

Mussolini and Hitler say their thoughts- are bent 
on preventing war. Not bent, boys. Just warped. 

The Pleasing Side 

Whatever its conclusion with relation to the personnel 
of the supreme court, the storm that is raging around the 
head of Justice Hugo Black is having one good effect. 

It Is crystallizing a widespread and deep feeling of the 
people of the United States against any organization 
based on intolerance and bigotry. 

This manifestation is as heartening as it is timely. 
The cliques and clans on which dictators build their vio¬ 
lent minorities, later to take control, feed and grow on 
Intolerance and bigotry. 

The people of this nation are giving evidence that 
such groups are unwelcome in this land where personal 
liberty is the possession most greatly prized. 

John L. Lewis never sits down himself, however.
